“The very thought, to say|¢
nathing of the words, terrifies
radio and TV stations which |}
annually split up $130 million
in tobacco advertising rev-
enues,

«~But the uneasy silence is
temporary, because lurking in
the wings prepared to sweep
onto the stage of public opin-
fon is a variety of legislative
action that would have far
reaching effects on both the
television and tobacco indus-
tries. .

BROADCASTING Magazine
reports, for example, that Sen-
ator Frank Moss (D-Utah) has
written to the three television
networks asking them to “take
the glamour out of cigarette
advertising.”

“Take a hard look at the
type of cigarette advertising
you are allowing sponsors to
present,” he said. “How can it
be ethical for our mass media
to continue to use sports
herges and glamorous models
in-an effort to associate smok-
ing~with all that is exciting, |
p‘ﬁnt. and desirable in
life2?
